“ We listen to the reading o f letters fro m 
so me fo reign co untry , perhaps. 
If they are 
letters fro m a man they may be v ery go o d, 
perhaps brilliant; but if so , it is pro bably be­ 
cause the man himself Is kno wn as brilliant; 
we are rarely surprised by finding a man’s 
letters much better than we wo uld hav e ex ­ 
pected o f him. 
With wo men, o n the o ther 
hand, the surprise is co nstant; we may almo st

W ashing ton City, Nov, 2, —The reduction 
in the public debt during October amounted 
to $ 1> ,901,011*. The decrease in the debt for 
the first four months of the fiscal year ag g re­ 
g ates # 34,788,43a. The interest-bearing debt 
uow amounts to $ 1,153,448,113, and the to­ 
tal interest-bearing and non-interest-l/oaring 
debt, less cash in the treasury, is $ 1,354,347,- 
1*45. 
The net caffi balance in the treasury is # 5 i,- 
783,190, ag ainst # <37,81*1,521 a month ag o. 
This decrease in net cash during the month 
is accounted for by the redemption of 3-per 
cent, bonds. On Oot. 1 there were in round 
numbers # 115,000,oou of these bonds out­ 
standing , while Monday's statement reports 
but # 8'),s48,700 outstanding . 
The g old coin anil bullion funl in the 
treasury is # 246,882,143, with g old certificates 
outstanding amounting to # 88,294,009, thus 
leaving a g old fund balance of # 158,537,179. 
There are now # 100,300,800 in g iver certifi­ 
cates outstanding , or about # 5,.000,090 more 
than a month ag o. The store of silver dollars 
now held in the treasury amounts to # 18],- 
931,231, an increase of # 1,500,000 during the 
month. 
Government receipts during Octob ?r were 
heavy, amounting from all sources to # 29,- 
538,497, or # 759,000 more than in October a 
year ag o. 
Customs receipts were # 10,75V 
00 s, # 5o« » ,(H)0 more than in October, 1885, and 
internal revenue receipts were # 9,479,038, 
nearly $ 2,000,000 less than in Octob er a year 
ag o. The larg e decrease in internal revenue 
receipts, compared with October a year ag o, 
is almost wholly accounted for by an unusu­ 
ally heavy movement of bonded whisky in 
October, 1885, upon which the tax was paid. 
Expenditures for October this year were # 23,- 
s74,90 i, about # 2,900,000 more than in Octo­ 
ber, 1885, 
The total revenue for the first four months 
of the current fiscal year is # 123,057.497, or 
about # 9,5,X),0 )J more than for the corre­ 
sponding four months of 18S5. On the other 
hand, g overnment expenditures for these 
four months in ISSO were # 102,370,031, or 
nearly # 7,590,000 more than for the corre­ 
sponding months of 1885. 
A statement just put oq t at the treasury 
department showing the receipts and expend­ 
itures of the g overnment from July 1,1855, to 
June 30,D 80. presents some interesting totals 
of income and outg o during the last thirty- 
one years. The totals of some items of expense 
are enormous. For instance, since 1-805 the 
g overnment has paid out for pensions in 
round numbers # 825,009,000—a small sized 
national debt, and of this enormous sum, all 
but about # 25,000,000 was paid out since 1803, 
or to pensioners of the late civil war. 
The 
Indian has cost the g overnment all the way 
from # 2,500,000 a year, or in round numbers 
during these thirty-one "years, about # 165,- 
<h *0,000. 
Interest on the public debt has 
rang ed during this period anywhere from 
# 1.500,000 in 1858—the lowest annual interest 
charg e—to about # 144,000,000 in 1807—the 
hig hest—and in the ag g reg ate for the thirty- 
one years, amounted to the vast sum of # 1,- 
315,000,000. a sum about eq ual to the na­ 
tional debt'at present. 
The net ordinary expenses of the g overn­ 
ment rang ed from # 03,000,000—the lowest— 
in ; 800, to # 1,300,000,000—the hig hest—in 
1805, the last year of the war. 
In the way of revenues, sales of public 
lands in ' 856 netted the g overnment nearly 
# 9,000,000, a larg er sum than was realized 
from this source in any year till 1884, when 
the revenue from this source reached # 9,810,- 
000. The total revenue from this source 
since 1885 amounts to about # 75,000,000. The 
year of the larg est net revenue was in ISO), 
when it reached # 55^,000,000. Customs re­ 
ceipts that year amounted to about # 180,000,- 
OtO, and internal revenue receipts to nearly 
# 310,000,000, the larg est receipts of any year 
during the period. 
That year there was also 
# 33,000,000 revenue from premiums on loans 
and sales of g old, and # 29,000,000 from mis­ 
cellaneous sources. In 1807 net revenues fell 
to # 490,000,000, and since then have g radu­ 
ally fallen to # 330,000,009 last year. The 
year of the big g est customs revenues was 
1882, when it reached # 220,(WO,090. 
The year of the g reatest surplus revenue 
was from July 1, 1881, to June 30, 18S2, when 
it reached # 145,000,000. Since then it has 
dropped off to # 133,000,000 in 1883, # 104,000,- 
090 in 1884; # 03,000,000 in # 1885, and ad­ 
vanced ag ain in the fiscal year ended June 
39, 1886, to about # 94,0000,009. 


L ia b ility o f N a tiona l Da nk Stockholders. 
W a sh in gto n C ity, Nov. 2.—A decision 
was rendered by the supreme court of the 
United States Monday in what are known as 
the Pacific National bank cases, broug ht here 
by appeal from the United States circuit 
court of Massachusetts. These were suits in­ 
stituted by the receiver of the insolvent 
Pacific National bank, of Boston, ag ainst 
stockholders of that banlc, to enforce per­ 
sonal liabilities for assessments of 100 per 
cent, upon the shares of both the orig inal 
and increased capital stock of the bank stand­ 
ing upon its books in their names. 
The su­ 
preme court in its decision holds that the 
stockholders are liable upon their shares of 
increased capital stock, and that the judg - 
n:ent and decrees of the circuit court in 
tnvor of the receiver must be affirmed in ail 
the cases.

In this room a few’ loose boards 
of the fioor cover a pitfall of nameless abomi­ 
na tions, whence an unliearable stench arises. 
In this hovel as many as eig hteen men are 
at times compelled to sleep. According to 
th» * statement of one of thoir number the 
mens’ couch is the cold, damp floor, wher* 
freq uently the water during the nig ht rises 
around them; their bedclothes arc roug h, and 
consist of vermin-infected blankets; their 
food of the vilest q uality. On one occasion 
a cow which had diel in calving was cut U| 
for the men, many of whom fell sick after 
eating of the me it. 
In this case the loc al 
board of health was notified of th * facts, an 
insertion was made and the remains of the 
carcass were ordered to be buried. 
The pay for ordinary workmen is # 10 a 
month and “ 'found.” Fine mechanics re­ 
ceived from # 2 to # 5 more. The Horal I in­ 
formant asserted that it Is Schroder’s prac­ 
tice to withhold wag es until his men are 
forced to compromise upon a part payment 
of th dr dues. The g ang s are continually b> 
ing superceded by others whom Schroder 
hires at Castle Garden, New York Schro­ 
der has a coadjutor ill his wife, who routs 
the men at daylig ht, and sees that even in 
the long days in the summer they work from 
sunrise to sunset.

SIX THOUSAND MEN OUT. 


B eef 
B utchers 
a t 
th e 
C hica go 
Stock 
Ya rds Strike. 
Chicago . Nov. 2.—Industrial matters at 
the stock yards are ag ain in an unsettled 
condition, and there is a well g rounded ap­ 
prehension that the trouble may involve 
everybody at work in the packing houses be 
fore it Is over, unless the packers concede the 
demands of the men. On Monday morning 
the beef men in Sw ift and Morris’ packing 
houses q uit work, and later marched in a 
body to Armour’s and demanded that the 
men there g o out also. 
This Armour’s men 
declined to do, and the strikers went away 
without creating any further trouble. 
The immediate cause of the strike at Swift’« 
packing -house is asserted to have been the 
discharg e of James Matthewson, who was 
one of a committee that called on the firm 
Saturday to req uest an increase of 50 cents a 
day in the event of the ten-hour day being 
resumed, which was ag reed to. 
When the 
men found that Matthewson had been dis­ 
charg ed and their demand ig nored, Monday 
morning they struck. 
Nelson Morris’ men 
followed as soon as they Leard of the move­ 
ment. The demand at Swift’s is that the 
discharg ed man be reinstated in addition to 
the terms of the ag reement of Saturday 
being carried out. The strikers claim to be 
able to bring out all the men in the yards un­ 
less their terms are ag reed to. 
A member of the executive committee of 
the Butchers’ assembly was seen Monday 
evening . He said: “Mr. Swift has ag reed 
to reinstate Matthewson, but that is a sec­ 
ondary matter. The men want eig ht hours, 
and I think that Swift, Morris and Armour 
will ag ree to work the beef-men on the eig ht- 
hour system. If they don’t, I am afraid not 
only the beef-men, but every man employed 
in the stock yards will come out.” It is 
stated that the butchers are satisfied with 
their present wag es, but the laborers are not. 
They don’t care for an increase, but want 
eig ht hours. Capt. Markey has a force of 
police on the g rounds, but comparative q uiet 
exists. There are about 6,000 men out. 


W ill H a v e a C onference w ith P ow derly.

2.—Arrang ements 
have been made for a conference on Wednes­ 
day between Master Workman Powderly 
and the aid committee of the manufacturers’ 
association, looking to a settlement by arbi­ 
tration of the trouble between William P.

Mr. Georg e in the White House, to ex ten i 
the g ood work. [Cheers.] ¡¡The triumph ol 
Henry Georg e’s ideas would mean industrial 
freedom, and this alone would bring true na­ 
tional prosperity—the prosperity not of a 
class, but of all the people. 
Mr. Georg e also spoke. He said the people 
could elect him if they exerted their full 
streng th. Even if defeated the cause had 
achieved success.

Som e S ensible R em a rks from a P ra ctica l 
A u th ority on th e B ook Tra de. 
Publishers of cheap literature—so-called—- 
have finally come to the conclusion—so we 
hear it reported—that it dees not pay. Of 
course it does not pay, and, what is more, as 
it is manag ed at present, it will never pay 
any one. 
We are in favor of low priced 
books, and believe that America will always 
lead in this direction, because Americans ore 
a book-buying nation; but he who thinks that 
literature is cheap because he publishes or bo 
cause ho can g et a q uarto, twelvemo or six­ 
teenmo book printed in illeg ible type, on 
flimsy paper and indifferently put up in paper 
covers—in the making of which, in one word, 
every req uisite of g ood book making is disre­ 
g arded—for from 10 to 20 cents, is mistaken, 
if ever a man was. Such work does not pay 
the publisher for the trouble of g etting it into 
the market; booksellers handle it under pro­ 
test, and the public buys it—with a mental 
reservation. 
What is wanted is an honest book, honestly 
made. If the book bo by a living writer, 
whether native or foreig n, remuneration for 
his work should be, of course, tho first g reat 
sine q ua non. If the work be one on which 
copyrig ht has expired care should bo taken in 
the selection of the text. That should be well 
edited by an authority on the subject, if 
possiblo. 
In every case the tyj>e should be 
leg ible, carefully and correctly set, printed In 
g ood ink on substantial paper, and tho whole 
neatly and durably bound in cloth. Such a 
book, which may be made to sell anywhere 
from 50 cents to $ 1.25, will yield a profit to 
all who are eng ag ed in its manufacture and 
sale, and will really prove ebeajier in the end 
to the purchaser, Bpeeman and Cotta, of 
Stuttg art, and the Bibliog rapbisrhe Institut 
and Frey tag , of Leipzig , have already done 
excellent work in this direction—and for that 
matter so have a numl>er of our leading 
houses. 
Why lower the standard 
i 
And then there is a motive which in the end 
will not prove merely a sentimental one that 
should I*; borne in mind—the education of 
the taste of the people. The reading public 
does appreciate a well made book, notwith­ 
standing the assertion by one of our contem­ 
poraries to the contrary. And what is more, 
they will buy the better book when it is to be 
had.—Publishers’ Weekly.
